WHO WILL BE THEIR INFORMANTS? 

We note that a gréup of twenty-five Protestant min- 
isters has gone to Mexico to study the situation in that 
country and especially the purpose behind the Calles admin- 
istration in persecuting religion. 

These men are certain to return to the United States 
with a biased report, because they leave here with the notion 
that the Catholic Church is at fault; that otherwise, it would 
not be molested. But they would like to hear from the 
government authorities themselves or from people of their 
own religious persuasion just what the trouble is. 

The very bést explanation that we have read from a 
non-Catholic source is that contained in the April number 
of the Mentor, and written by Thomas F. Lee. He points 
out very clearly that only two per cent of Mexico’s popula- 


tion is white; that less than thirty per cent is mixed, and 


that seventy per cent is pure Indian. He points out the 
reason for the general poverty, noting that the total fertile 
portion of Mexico is not larger than the area of the state of 
Ohio, yet it must support 15,000,000 people. He shows why 
there can be no unity among the Mexican people, the dif- 
ferent state groups being separated by mountain barriers, 
and the thirty groups speaking different dialects. Then, 
he renders very clear how it is that the national government 


can execute almost any movement it decides to inaugurate — 


despite what would be the almost genera! opposition thereto 
if the people had a way of expressing their opposition? The 
men who own thousands of acres of land and work it 
through Indian labor are paid by the national government 
to keep their numerous subjects quiet. These same men 
~are not interested in having their employees educated; on 
the contrary, they are much interested in not having them 
educated, lest leaders should develop among them who 
would organize labof and demand greater remuneration 
for it. 

These things told by Lee in the Mentor article should, 
together with what is generally known about the* Mexican 
Constitution, make the whole situation quite clear. The 


Constitution practically impedes liberty of religious wor- ’ 


ship, and makes the slightest criticism of the government 
by any of the clergy a crime and a reason for the dismissal] 
of the clergyman. Now, when the activities of government 
officials proceed in the direction of loot and plunder, in the 
confiscation of property, of Church treasures, etc., they 
certainly deserve to be criticised. 

But isn't it true that the ruling powers of Mexico are 
more tolerant of Protestant clergymen and of their ministry 
among the people? Yes, this is true, because, first of all, 
the advent into Mexico of different religions tends of itself 
to confuse and disunite the people, the very thing that the 
government wants. In the second place, the Mexican who 
gives an ear to the Protestant minister does not become a 
good Protestant; he may cease being a Catholic, but experi- 
ence shows that he remains a Protestant only while he is 
getting some material support from its missionaries, and 
ceasing to be Catholic or anything else religiously is quite 
agreeable to the powers that be. 

If the twenty-five ministers leaving New York would 
call on some of the Bishops of Mexico they would not re- 
ceive a report which is biased fh the opposite direction, 
namely, in favor of the Catholic Church. These men are 
ardent patriots. They were driven from Mexico before, and 
on the first opportunity, returned to their people. They 
love everything in Mexico, and their private criticism of the 
Calles persecution would be entirely just. In fact, they 
could place before the eyes of the ministers numerous in- 
stances of the real reason for bonis ett eters 
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AMERICA’S GREATEST Cc ATHEDRAL.

Mexico City, May 3.—The report} 
delivered upon their return to the: 
| United States. by the members of the |
